What Uda Ueeii Done aud What Ha* 


B*eii Promised—The 


Route. 


The following particulars concerning 


the proposed cross county railroad, be- 
tween Fresno ard Monterey, are taken 
from a prospectus of tbe Fame received 
yesterday by Thomas E. Hnghea from 
U. A. Greene of Monterey: 


In the fleet place there are four routea 


proposed where the road may cross tbe 
coast range. They are the Pacheco by 
the way of Los Banoa, by the Lavaga 
route, by the Little Pdnnche, and by tha 
Big Panoche. 


It has not been decided which of these 


will be selected for the road. In making 
the selection the following points will be 
taken iuto cocEiderhtion: 


The most practicable route, including 


the cost of hanlinp freight up trades and 
around curves. The cost of construc- 
tion. 


The amount of bnamees naturally trib- 


utary to tbe line and the amount that 
way become tributary in the future 
ahould be considered. This includes thi 
agricultural product--, and the develop 
ment of tbe mines and urea that li< 
within reach. Due consideration should 
also be given to the crossing of other 
railroads and of junctions with them. 
Thui>e may btcouia feeders to the pro- 
posed road, or they may tako business 
from it. Questions of this eort should be 
considered before tbe route is dulinitely 
decided upon. 


Tho financial aid and assistance that 
inht bo obtained on each route. 
1'be road is uot yet built, UB a ti.atter 


of course. The Btetis EO far takpn nre 
tbe awakening oi t-ublic interest in tbe 
matter.

/ Ljonterey county add San BeiiHo 
coanty have each subscribed $50,000. 
Fresno has not subscribed so much. 


When tbe necessary subscriptions 


eball have been secured the directors will 
then have the survey made, and will de- 
cide definitely upon the route to be fol 
lowed. 


After the survey and rights of way 


have been finished tben the directors 
will take such steps ae seem to them 
best tor eeuuring the necessary funds for 
tbe building and equipping ol tbe road. 


While thie is in progress due attention 


will be given to the encouragement and 
building up of enterpripen along the line 
that shall contribute to tbe general pros- 
perity of the road. In short, the whole 
policy ia outlined, aud there are few de- 
tails that have not been given considera- 
tion. 


A side issue is mentioned, not as a 


part of the railroad, but as au adjunct 
to it. A line of faet steamers will be 
put on, running frcm Monterey to San 
Francisco, and stopping at Santa Cruz. 
It is thought tbat this wonld draw .a 
large part of the travel between here 
and San Francisco, It would not quite 
pqual the rpgnlar railroad in speed and 
time but it is claimed that tbe ateamars 
can run from Sun Fninuiaco in four and 
a half hours, acd tbat many people go- 
ing to the city would travel that way 
for the sake of tbe pleasant eea voy- 
age.

BOXAKZA MILLS, September 29.—The 


first day 1 want down the canyoa to the 
flame 1 met with a trivial obstruction 
upon the highway, it being a flock of 
yellow jtckete, and they were disturbed 
by a couple ol backn and a aqoaw prob- 
ing Into their neat for the yonng, which 
the Indians very much reliflh aa « food. 
I cannot explain why they are called 
yellow jtcketa except that the fellow 
who first discovered them was Btang, 
upon oxamining them to aee what kind 
oi clothes they wore, and waa forced to 
yell(owt), thus conpling the color with 
a gaeaa that they were rude enough to 
wear nothing but jackets. 


It is strange that wherever I go some 


one thinka I am after money, bat in one 
cane I waa the one who was fooled. 
Upon approaching the dam site 1 noticed 
a number of men dodging and hiding be- 
hind trees, and I at once approached, 
thinking they were eome long escaped 
delinquent eubecribera who recognized 
me. i boldly approached in enjoy their 
discomfitiir6. Boom! Bang! Keal es- 
tate was flway up, and after dodging 
several choice pieces I felt like the sal- 
vation army waa doing a good work. 


.At the dam citel fonnd J. F. Bedford 


of Fresno acting as under superintend- 
ent, George Wright master mason and 
A. H. Brown foreman of the rock crew. 
0. B. Shaver is superintendent of con- 
struction on the flame. S. J. Goodfol- 
low, formerly of the Ttfooro A^inith 
tiume, ia foreman and J. L. "iiiitu haa 
charge of a crew of carpenters. 


There are about' 150 men working on 


the flume, AThfi water moves at the rate 
oi ten feet"per eecoud from the head of 
ttift flame down to the head of Big Dry 
creek, from there to Toll House about 
thirty-nine feet per second. 


In eome places on the.Hne of the fluma 


the work has been very hazardous. Men 
were let down Bleep cliffs on ropea in 
order to do the drilling and place the 
blasting material. One place on the 
aide of the granite mountain ia a beauti- 
ful nook which was formed by a large V 
shaped piece of granite falling out. Upon 
beholding its interior I regretted not 
being an artist, for it was the moat mag- 
nificent display of mopeea I ever beheld. 
There were colors from a cream yellow to 
red brown. Here it Beamed the Ban- 
beams had found a cool retreat, to reat 
upon velvety pillows, and had lost some 
of their most beautiful huea, 
This 


place waa one of the moat bd&atiful I 
visited. I believe every one who stops 
to eee it will be well paid for hie trouble. 
It is about a quarter of a mile down the 
flume from the Bonanza mill. 


The citizens of iTrasno should not lose 


interest in the flame. The company 
will make that place the terminus, pro- 
viding the right of way is given them. 
Mr. Bullard owns the majority of Block 
in tho enterprise and also haa several 
thousand acres of land north of Fresno 
and would like the flume to terminate 
there, although ho is reported as saying 
that if the citizens will secure the right 
of way for it Fresno will get the flame. 
It IB reported that William Helm will 
not give the right of way over his land, 
but wants $100 for every acre it crosses. 


This initiation echeme will enhance 


the value of foothill land upon its line, 
and the citizens will probably take a day 
off when it ia completed.

She 
will ttll you that ahe can construct any 
design you may choose, and teen if you 
oak for even H simple double-breasted 
jacket, BUQ will try to, to dissuade yon 
ironi jour fancy, and if you insist, she 
will pronme, and when you coins around 
to have it fitted find are die ma;, ed to nnd 
that it is single-breasted instead ui 
double, she will say that elio forgot it, or 
thai tliflr& wa3 not enough jjooda to make. 
it us you ordered, or some aucb... trivial 
escueo and you mint either throw the 
whole pattern on her hftnda and raise a 
EL'eue, or patientln,£ubmitto the tyrant's 
plea.

There is nothing that givfls a woman 


such ease of movement and ench euami 
of speech as the assurance that her 
gown tits perfectly and is becoming. 


There ia a atyliah little woman in thia 


city who haa gone SB many ae twelve 
times to her dressmaker to have one' 
euit fitted, because she would not take it 
ontof the shop until it waa satisfactory, 
and the dressmaker, ia the mean time, 
waa experimenting on cloth that coat 
$2.50 per yard, when ehe ought to have 
been honest enough to say that she did 
not know how to make anything bat a 
Mother Hubbard wrapper. When this 
same little lady related her experience to 
a gentleman friend and asked his advice, 
thia is what he eaid: 


"Now you womeo who employ dress- 


makers are somewhat to blame for this 
state of affairs yourselves. In the firat 
place you ought to advertise for eealert 
proposals and word it something lite 
this: 'Sealed bids will be received by 
Mrs. Drygoods ot the city of Freeno till 
5 o'clock p.m. up to October 15, 1892, for 
taking the various dimensions, and con- 
structing according to certain specified 
plans and boundary lines a plain cloth 
gown, to be completed the earne season. 
A deposit of $50 is required and tho 
right reserved to reject any and all bids.' 
Then you wonld have the dead wood on 
the dressmaker, and the first thing she 
did that was not according to contract, 
scoop in the $50 and advertise again. 


You never hear of a man having trem- 


ble with his tailor, because a tailor is 
responsible for his work and the sooner 
von make your dressmaker responsible 
the sooner yon will bring up the stand- 
ard the sooner you will bring up the 
standard of dress making to what it 
should ba." 


After all, there is mnch truth in the 


gentleman's remarks, and I am sure 
there are ladiea in this city who do with- 
out a new gown rather than endure the 
impositions of a so-called dreesm&kes. 


There is no cxcuaa for a dressmaker 


"trying on" a garment more than twice 
if she knows enough of the ait to bans 
out her shingle, and when once she an- 
nounces herself to the public as a pro' 
feesional and solicits their patronage she 
should at the same time become respon- 
sible for her work and If she tpoilB a gar- 
ment ahonld be called upon to pay forjt 
the same as a tailor under like circum- 
stances.

At any rate it is far enough ad- 
vanced in the eiperimental Btcge to 
demonstrate that it can ba made a suc- 
cessful industry, and from this time it 
will make rapid et rides. 


Heretofore the growing of citrua fruits 


in Fresno county haa been scarcely more 
than a dooryard pastime.

or in an experimental way, but men 
who have found out the result of experi- 
ment and who have carefully investi- 
gated all the essential conditions of soil 
and climate, are going to engage in 
orange and letuon growing in this county 
as a business,. 


For tw/: ur three years past there liae 


been considerable planting of citrus fruii 
in th^a county, principally oraogoD, but 
Ute.amount of planting Jias been neces- 
sarily email, because ihe scarcity of trees 
and the very hijjh prices af which they 
wore sold. 


A majority of the people in this county 


who own the best orange lauo, located 
in the warm belt ot iho lower foothills, 
are not wealthy, ami consequently while 
omngu trees imported fiom eouthbrii 
California have been selling at from $! .25 
to $:-!.f>0 per tree, they have done very 
iiLUe planting. 


That difficulty is about to ba over- 


come. To meet thia rapidly growing de- 
mand in Fresno county, and iu central 
California for tbat matter, tho Fresno 
Citrus Nursery company has been organ- 
ized, and now has in process of develop- 
ment what will duubtlesa prove to he 
one of the most extensive citrus frail 
nurseries in the state. The members of 
this company are S. W. Marshall and F. 
H. Wilson, of tho nursery firn; of Mar- 
shall ^Wilson, and C. W. Nicklin, of 
the Expositor. They are wide-awake, 
intelligent and honorable business men, 
and have engaged in an enterprise 
which will prove of great benefit to this 
valley, as well as to themselves. 


About a year ago tneae gentlemen hav- 


ing become impressed with the grand 
possibilities of citrus fruit culture in the 
thermal belt of this and adjoining coun- 
ties, also took notice of the fact tbat 
orange trees shipped here from southern 
California, after adding to the cost of an 
expensive tree a ver? high ratOjpf trans- 
portation, were too high in price to ad- 
mit of general planting. Taking these 
conditions for a basis of operations, they 


• formed a copartners nip and proceeded to 
carry oat their plans. 


They spent several weeks in looking 


over the foothill country for a suitable 
location, and after thorough investiga- 
tion selected a suitable tract from the 
lands 
of 
F. 
G. 
Berry, adjoining 


the Admiral's celebrated orange orchard 
usar the ancient town of Oenterville. 
The nurssry ia located one mile nurtL of 
thia orchard, and one and two miles re- 
spectively south of the historic orchards 
of Burns aud Hazel ton. 


A represent at ive of TIIK REPUBLICAN 


made a trip a few days ego to this inter- 
esting locality, the present "orange ren- 
ter" of the county, and was vory inuuh 
earprieed at the results which have been 
achieved there in a very short time. HH 
waa especially surprised to find a nurs- 
ery of SO.OUO seedling orange treea 
growing luxuriantly, when tho fact bad 
hardly been made public that a begin- 
ning had been made on euch an under- 
taking. The nursery is located on a 
table land lying slightly above the alti- 
tude of the Kings river bottom lands, 
which it adjoins, it is sheltered on the 
north and west by a ln\r range of hills, 
on the east by the mountains, and the 
locality is practically froatleea, Wants 
which are killed to tho ground c'vory 
winter in the unsheltered portions of the 
valley, are hereecarcely touched by frost 
in the severest weather known. 


The nursery company in May last 


secured from Hedlauda, San Bernardino 
county, 90.QCO fine seedling orange trees, 
a portion of which had been grown by 
Mr. Nicklin, and having previously pre- 
pared the ground by careful leveling, 
the trees were planted under tho per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. -Wilson. The 
trees arrived in prime condition and 
their growth has been tnrprising. From 
plants sniftller than a lead .pencil in 
thickness they have grown to the aver- 
age eiza of a man's finger and between 
two and three feat high. They woold 
have been still higher had not the top 
been cut off at planting for the purpose 
of securing a morn stocky growth and 
lees height. The long taproot waa also 
cut back, and as a result each tree has a 
mnsa of fibrous roots which will greatly 
facilitate ite growth when transplanted. 
They are splendid, thrifty treea, and iu 
a few days the work of budding thorn to 
choice varieties will be commenced. 


Of the first budding dune, the larger 


part will bp. budded to Washington 
naveld, the 
present 
favorite among 


growers in California. 


The unqualified success which has at- 


tended this nndertaking from the very 
start is without doubt due to the very 
careful and thorough manner in which 
tho work has been done, quite aa much 
as to the perfect adaptibiliry of the rich 
rod soil to the growth of citrus trees. 
Water is carried to every foot of the 
nursory through smalt wooden flumes, 
which are eo arranged that the exact 
quantity of water desired can be taken 
out between each row. The important 
work of irrigating the nursery is by this 
means done expeditkraely, evenly aod 
thoroughly, and the treea show Che ef- 
fect of it." 


This enterprise has been inaugurated 


BO quietly that hut comparatively few 
people in the county even knew of its 
existence, and yet the gentlemen who 
havo engaged ia it have already ex- 
pended over $6000 and will invest sev- 
eral thousands more before their stock is 
ready to place upon the market. Al- 
though it is the first citrus nnra=ry to be 
established in thie valley, it can hardly 
be looked upon in the light of an experi- 
ment. Orange growing in that immedi- 
ate locality has bean a perfect success in 
a email way for nea.-ly twenty years, and 
where oranges are an assured success a 
nursery will evidently thrive. 


In this immediate vicinity ia most of 


the planting in the real orange belt of the- 
county, lle're are F. G. Berry's lamoua 
thirteen traces, now seventeen years old 
and bearing heavy'crops for many years 
paet. Mr. -BerrJ -aliQ., haa : thirty-five 
.acree of 3-year-old treen, which will this 
year average over 150 'oranges to the 
tree. The trees are all perfectly healthy, 
vigorous acd making very rapid growth. 
S. View, John Dragar and Pan Erinper 
also eachhave twenty acres of fiomisbing 
.young orange, .trees, and Dr. Hare haa 
twenty acre'a.partly planted to orangea. 
Near by are :aleo the celebrated Boras 
and Haznltqn orchards', of several acrea 
each, and all in frill tearing. Yonng 
Mr. Hazelton.a little higher up the 
river,.alao has a beautiful young orchard 
of navel trues, and D. W. Lewie, the 
nurseryman, has thia eeaaon planted 
twenty acrea near the nnreery for non- 
reaidnnt parties. 
Thia ia the eiteut of 


the orange growing Mdnatry in this lo- 
cality at pre'nnt, but >the early future 
will undoubtedly aee a leveloprnent that 


will cbanxft tb* KiDgi rivv valley *h«n 
it paaaa through the lo»(Aoottjlli from. 
it* prewnt paitoral and «f rVultaral ueei 
to a K";)en of hortitulturV cbieflr of 
cltt Ub fruits.

THK INQUEST HELD 1YESTEEDAY 


Fire Belli ved to be of Incendiary 


Origin— Puueral of tlie Uufur- 


tunate Man. 


After THE REI'UBUCAX had goue"to 


press Sunday morning it was discovered 
that a man had lost hia life iu the build- 
ing on J street, between the Phillips 
building and the GrandJCentral stabl&s, 
which W&B destroyed by fire about twenty 
minutes before. 


Tho fire had nearly been extinguished 


when a fireman found the body of a man 
lying on a cot. Several of thorn imme- 
diately earned it ou>. ami toak it to 
Stephens & Bean's uudertakiut; estab- 
lishment. The dead man proved to be 
Morilz Hahner, who ojtmpidJ p^.rt of tho 
building as a gunsmith and bicycle re- 
pairer. 


The bo;Iy was burned bkrk about the 


face aud neck, niid tim fingers were 
burned ahnOot to a urisp. One foot, 
which Iind protruded from ninisr the 
cover, wuu nlfao Enverwly luiriml. From 
tt'e upfearanic of thft corpse when found 
Mahner hud evidently l>.-eu a?leep and 
WMB asphyxiated liefoie 1m could maka 
even an attempt to save himself. 


The inquest waa hi-hl tieforfi Deputy 


Coroner tJtpphcuB yealer.I&y moming. 
Dr. W. 1\ .Miller, who had known the 
deceased for uiuo years, was tbe first 
witnpps. 


The doctor euid he first met Habneriu 


Maine and that he had living at .Newcas- 
tle, in that Dtate, a wifo and fiva chil- 
dren. Deceased had been in this county 
about three years. He worked for A. 
Warnekros before ho started in baeinesa 
for himself. 
\\Titn«B9 
further stated 


Hahner elept in his etora f-everal times 
and he bad found it very <liffi£u!tto wake 
him, he beinp a hard eleeper. 


G. U. Waliey, aaamUnt chief of the 


fire department, testified tbat he wai 
one of the firemen who helped ta extin- 
guish the fire. He did not know that 
any one « as in the building until the fire 
was pretty well put out. Ho helped to 
carry the corpse from the building. He 
did not think that the fire originated 
from the explosion of Mr. Habnei's 
Inmp. The lamp waa sitting on a high 
stool and had considerable oil in it. The 
chimney W&B broken, but that is sup- 
posed to have been do?:e by the water. 
Tbero was a great dual more headway 
made by the fire in front of the building 
than in the rear, showing tbat it must 
hare originated in tan front. He thought 
that the deceased was in no way con- 
nected with the origin of the fire. . 


E. Rificinp, another fireman, corrob- 


orated the evidence of Mr. Walley, only 
he felt certain the fire originated in the 
shoe store in the northwest corner of the 
building. He Fmelt coal oil very plainly 
when ha first reached tl-e biiruing build- 
ing. He saw no coal oil cans, however. 


Thfl jury returned a verdict of death 


by pnffocatien caused by smoke and heat. 
Deceased wna 44 years of age. 


The funeral took plarc at 2 o'clock 


yesterday afternoon nixier the Auspices 
of the Hermann's Soua and ilie Odii Fel- 
lows. 


The burnt building was o! wood, cov- 


ered with corrugated iron, nnd was the 
UIB property of H. B. Clmira. It was 
insured with MuttincI; A Stamford for 
about ?300. Tha stock of llnhnernaa 
insured ii tbe S&DIK firm for bbout uue- 
third of ila value. N. Geary, a cobbler, 
occnpieil the other halt of thft boilding, 
end is Piid to h&ve had his^touk insured 
for $400.

CATHOLICS ARE LOYAL. 


The speaker was surprised to see in a 


dispatch published in a Fresno paper 
the statement taken from a New Jersey 
newspaper, to the tftect that Catholics 
could not be loyal to their country. It 
gave him an impression unfavorable to 
the prosperity of Fresno. He repudi- 
ated indignantly any insinuation that he 
as a Catholic archbishop could not be 
loyal tohie country. 


In pursuing this topic, which appeared 


to warm the reverend gentleman consid- 
erably, he reverted to the discovery of 
America by Coin m bus and of tbe explor- 
ation of parts of it by Catholic navigators, 
and of the civilization introduced into 
the .New World by tbe Jesuits and other 
missionaries. 
Mare uniformly were 


Catholics on the side of this country dur- 
ing the revolution against England than 
ou the aide of England. That arch- 
traitor Benedict Arnold pave as his main 
excuse that Washington was surrounded 
by too much Catholic influence. Yet 
the speaker regretted to say that in tbia 
state more than in any other state, par- 
ticularly towards election time, it is an- 
nounced in the pulpit aud from the 
rostrum that Catholics cannot be loyal 
to the country that they discovered, that 
they explored, that they colonized and 
defended with their blood more than 
any other. The speaker mentioned, 
refutation of this charge, the names of 
Catholics who were distinguished for 
their loyalty ts the American colonies in 
the revolutionary era and two of whom 
were signers of the immortal declaration 
oi independence. 


Should the dayever come that disunity 


should threaten the nation from within 
or without, the sons of tlin men who did 
BO much for this country would be found 
loyal and tiue in the defense of this 
nation. 


The fact that 'Generals Sherman and 


Sheridan died after receiving the rites of 
the Catbolic church and were buried in 
Catholic cemeteries was mentioned as 
confirmatory of the falsehood of tbe 
charge that Roman Catholics cnuld not 
be loyal citizens of the United States, 


THE SALOOX INFLUENCE IN POLITICS. 
He closed by warning the young men 


to beware of the canker of materialism. 
He recommended 
temperance, 
"for 


when the day shall come when the laws 
shall be made, not by the wise and good 
but in the back room of a saloon, then 
shall the time have arrived when this 
government shall have been & failure." 
lie hoped that the day would toon come 
when the saluou would cease to be a 
political factor. Tne people demanded 
a free and untrammeled ballot aud the 
man who puts his hand against it is a 
traitor to the country.

Architect U. K. Kirby's Opinion—A 


Temporary Structure for the 


High School Pnnila. 


The city board of education held a 


meeting yesterday morning to consider 
what to do with the K-street echool 
building. The board employed .irchitect 
C. K. Kirby to make a complete exam- 
atiou of the building and to state what, 
iu hte opinion, was necessary to render 
it eafe. 


Architect Kirby made the examination 


and submitted his report in the after- 
noon. 
It virtually confirms the one 


made by Architect McKillican of Sau 
Franciaco, which held, that though de- 
fective, the building wai not absolutely 
unsafe. 


Mr, Kirby says' in his report that 


while he found the details of construc- 
tion generally faulty, he saw no imme- 
diate danger of the structure falling, and 
that it is no more unealo for use than it 
has been for the past year. 


In his examination of the building Mr. 


Kirby found tbe foundation fairly good, 
there seeming to be no more settlement 
up to the top of tbt) first floor than is 
ordinarily found in a structure of ita 
magnitude and age. 
In • tbe super- 


Btructure the piers at the inner and outer 
angles of all tho wings are sound and 
good. 


The brick panels between the inner 


and outer angle piers, on three sides of 
each wing, have nettled and bulged, ow- 
ing to improper construction aud work. 
The inner and outer walls forming these 
panels have separated, not being prop- 
erly tied together. This separation ia 
caused largely from the fact that the win- 
dow openings ore extremely wide and 
are covered with a very fiat arch, which 
ia apparently without the support oE 
proper straining rock and skew backs. 


The first and second floors seem to be 


iu good order, and are as neatly straight 
and level as they ever were. The attic 
floor ia exceedingly light and improperly 
supported. The roof is constructed with 
very light timber, the details of construc- 
tion and tho work being exceedingly 
faulty. At the same time the shape of 
the roof is such that i: can be mp.de se- 
cure without removing it.

building cau be made safe by partly re- 
building the brick panels on three sides 
of each wing, securely tying the eame to 
the floor with irons, filling up some of 
tbe window openings with brick, and put- 
ting in proper tie rock, also new trusses 
for the support of the roof and ceiling, 
together with proper ties and supports. 


Another matter which was discussed 


by the board was the providing of quart- 
era for tbe high school pupils.. It waa 
the general opinion that tbe best plan 
would be to build a cheap temporary 
structure for thme pupils, and let the 
K-street birlffc*, when repaired, be 
need Ofttg.- £?..oso grades for which it 
waf*j,A „ !;.y intended.

yeauTbay afternoon this step was defi- 
nitely decided upon. A building of wood 
containing four rooms, and not to cost 
more than $3000, will bs built for the ac- 
commodation of the high school pnpile. 
It will probably bfl situated on the 
grounds of the Central school. 


In view of tbe likelihood of the pro- 


posed high school building not being 
erected for several years, the plan of the 
board seems to he a very good one. A 
rental of $SOO a rear ia now being paid 
for the rooms being occupied by the 
seventh and eighth grades in tho Advent- 
ist church, and by the time the $50,001) 
structure is built* the cost of the tern* 
porary building will have been saved in 
rent. The board this morning adver- 
tiaea for bids for the construction of finch 
a building. 


In tho meantime the pupils of the 


high school will occupy rooms some- 
where nntil the building intended for 
them is ready (or occupancy. Trna'ee 
J.F. Vincent wae appointed by the 
board to provide tbe neceeiary rooms 
and the high echool pupils will probably 
he abla to loanm* their Btudies next 
Monday.

who registered before the 100 day limit 
.to cancel their former reKistrationo and 
re-register.
